The  Beginning  - 

118  North  Morgan  Street 

Cleveland  Tech,  established  in  July,  1965, 
as  the  Cleveland  Unit  of  Gaston  College,  was 
initially  located  in  two  rented  buildings  on 
North  Morgan  Street  in  Shelby.  Classes  began 
in  September  of  that  year,  with  an  enrollment 
of  24  students. 


Jim  Petty,  former  principal  of  Burns  High 
School,  was  named  director  of  the  new  unit. 
Petty 's  secretary,  Jane  Baxter  Webb,  had  just 
graduated  from  Southern  Business  college.  The 
secretarial  position  was  her  first  job.

EOIKIATIONAL  INSTITUTION 


On  October  2,  1965,  a  local  Board  of  Trustees  was 
officially  appointed  and  the  Extension  Unit  became 
Cleveland  County  Technical  Institute  .  .  . 
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In  July,  1969,  the  Institute  leased  the  county  home  property 
at  137  South  Post  Road  and  moved  to  the  new  location,  which 
is  the  site  of  the  present  45-acre  campus.  The  county  home, 
commonly  called  the  "poor  house, "  had  been  condemned  as  a 
home  for  the  aged. 
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After  two  bond  referen- 
dums,  the  faculty  and  staff 
undertook  to  do  their  own 
building  and  renovation 

In  1972,  the  county  ap- 
proved an  appropriation; 
and  matching  funds  came 
from  the  state  which  al- 
lowed Tech  to  secure  archi- 
tects to  begin  work  on  a 
long-range  plan  .  .  . 


The  first  two  buildings  were  com- 
pleted and  put  to  use  during  the  fall  of 
1974. 

In  June,  1977,  the  voters  of  Cleve- 
land County  approved  a  $5  million 
bond  referendum  to  fund  the  next  two 
phases  of  the  College's  long-range  plan. 

Construction  began  two  years  later 
on  buildings  which  added  100,000  ad- 
ditional square  feet  of  facilities:  includ- 
ing a  new  learning  resources  center, 
classrooms,  shops,  laboratories,  snack 
bar,  bookstore,  and  offices  .  .  . 
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In  March  of  1980,  the  county  com- 
missioners voted  to  change  the  name  of 
Cleveland  County  Technical  Institute  to 
Cleveland  Technical  College. 


As  students,  programs  and  plans  continued 
to  grow  for  "Tech, "  exciting  changes  seemed  to 
always  be  around  the  next  corner.  In  the  summer 
of  1987,  the  North  Carolina  General  Asse?nbl;y 
ratified  House  Bill  52,  converting  Cleveland 
Technical  College  to  a  community  college.  The 
major  change  resulting  from  the  community 
college  status  was  the  addition  of  a  college 
transfer  program. 


The  last  of  the  old  county  home  and  out- 
buildings that  were  used  for  classrooms  and 
offices  for  a  number  of  years  has  come  down. 

The  student  activities  center  was  com- 
pleted in  1989.  It  provides  space  for  recrea- 
tion, meetings  and  classes,  student  activities 
and  special  convention  facilities  for  commu- 
nity and  area  groups  .  .  . 
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Another  project  in  the  offing  is  the 
addition  of  an  outdoor  ampitheater. 
Construction  has  begun  just  below  the 
activity  center  and  beside  the  tennis 
courts. 

As  we  examined  where  we  are 
and  where  we  have  come  from  we  are 
understandably  proud  of  our  college 
and  the  citizens  it  represents.  We  look 
forward  to  the  exciting  challenges  of 
the  future  .  .  .

A  core  of  courses  affords  students  op- 
portunities to  acquire  basic  knowledge,  skills  and  attitudes  in  study  options 
in  corrections,  law  enforcement  and  security  services.  Included  are  subjects 
such  as  interpersonal  communications,  law,  psychology  and  sociology. 

Job  opportunities  are  available  with  federal,  state  county  and  municipal 
governments.  In  addition,  knowledge,  skills  and  attitudes  acquired  in  this 
course  of  study  qualify  one  for  job  opportunities  with  private  enterprise  in 
such  areas  as  industrial,  retail  and  private  security.

Electronic  Engineering  Technology 


CCC  has  a  broad  based  electronics  curriculum  designed 
primarily  for  students  who  will  go  to  work  in  industrial  areas  and  for 
electricians  who  are  now  required  to  deal  with  electronics  as  well  as 
electrical  circuits. 

The  program  starts  at  ground  level,  assuming  the  student 
has  no  knowledge  of  electronics,  and  covers  electrical  fundamental 
components  and  applications  as  well  as  analog  and  digital  electronic 
circuits.  Classes  are  divided  between  theory  and  practical  applica- 
tion. 

Many  local  industries  are  requiring  their  maintenance  and 
installation  employees  to  be  familiar  with  electronic  control  devices. 

Graduation  from  the  Associate  in  Applied  Science  Program 
also  requires  that  students  take  math  (including  basic  trigonometry 
and  algebra)  and  physics  courses  and  general  education  courses  pre- 
paring them  for  four-year  colleges.
